LOGOS  SUBMITTED 
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A NEW  JERSEY  MILK  TOKEN  SUCCESS  STORY 
By  Jack  Wilcox  NJES#  012 

Damia  Francis  listed  a Ludlow  Black  milk  token  in  her  first  supplement 
of  NJ  Tokens  (TAMS  Journal/August  1969)-  Milk  tokens  hold  a special 
interest  seeing  I was  a milkman  before  being  drafted  in  1941,  s0  1 
thought  perhaps  a letter  request  mentioning  this  might  help  turn  up  this 
token.  I wrote  enclosing  a SASE  on  March  4,  1970  and  rec ’ a reply  June  4, 
from  Wm.  Black  which  stated  as  follows:  "Sorry  to  keep  you  waiting.  I_ 
have  a whole  box  of  these  checks  but  can’t  find  therm  Here . are . three  if 
any  good  to  you.  Ludlow  Black  was  my  father , for  more  details  if  up  this 
way  stop  in  I°ll  give  more  details."  (Postage  was  only  60  then  5) 

Naturally  I sent  back  a thank  you  and  wrote  I would  drive  up  to  visit. 

On  June  23rd  I drove  up  with  my  daughter  Jackie.  The  only  address  I had  - 
R.F.D.#1  Branchville  which  is  located  at  the  top  of  our  state.  We  asked 
at  the  local  P.0,  for  complicated  directions  to  the  Black  farrm 
"Black  top  fork  left9  mile  on  fork  left  again,  second. to  right  dirt  road 
turn  left  on  dirt  lane  to  Harmony  Ridge  Camp  Ground  first  farm  you  see." 
After  a few  wrong  turns  we  finally  found  the  farm,  which  must  be  well 
over  a hundred  years  old. 

As  we  drove  in  we  were  met  by  four  huge  barking  dogs,  I debated . leaving 
the  car  when  Mr.  Black  appeared  to  hush  these  brutes 0 After  we  introduced 
ourselves  Bill  supplied  the  information  on  the  Ludlow  Black  milk  tokens 
that  you  can  find  in  TAMS  Journal  Dec/l97i»  which  reads:  "In  1913  Ludlow 
Black  began  a milk  route  at  Culver  Lake  which  he  continued  untill  1925- 
1926.  The  earliest  chits  were  cardboard  printed  red.  They  wore  out 
quickly  and  were  replaced  with  metal  tokens.  Mr.  L.  Black  died  in  1954. 

Bill  explained  how  the  tokens  were  sold  in  advance. and  left  with  the 
empty  milk  bottle  early  in  the  morningo  Next  he  said  "I  know  there  are 
tokens  somewhere  about",  taking  Jackie  and  I into  his  old  tractor  shed. 
Feeling  along  several  of  the  beams,  he  unearthed  about  six  tokens  and 
gave  them  to  me0  He  said  he  was  sorry  no  cardboard  chits  survived. 

My  visit  turned  up  a second  variety  of  this  interesting  token0 

Finding  tokens  with  letters  doesn’t  always  work  but  it  can  prove  to  be 
rewarding  when  it  does.  I thought  perhaps  this  success  story  might  be 
of  interest.  I've  had  luck  obtaining  tokens  with  letters  before  when 
postage  wasn’t  as  high  as  it  is  now.  Sorry  to  say  no  duplicate  of  Mr0 
Black's  milk  tokens  are  left,  remember  this  all  happened  over  ten 
years  ago.

"Mr.  Engel  was,  at  the  time  of  his  death,  a member  of  St. 
Michael’s  (Roman  Catholic)  Church,  of  which  he  was  one  of  the 
founders  and  builders.”  (The  church,  the  first  German  Catholic 
Church  in  Union  County,  published  a centennial  brochure  In  1952 
in  which  Engel  was  prominently  mentioned.)  "He  was  also  one  of 
the  founders  of  both  St.  Mary’s  and  St.  Patrick’s  Churches,  and 
assisted  materially  in  the  erection  of  both. 

"As  a business  man,  Mr.  Engel  was  known  to  be  fair  dealing, 
honest  and  shrewd;  as  a citizen  he  was  respected  and  honored.  He 
was  one  of  the  leading  German- Americans  of  this  city.” 

There  is  little  to  add  to  this  excellent  account,  except  that  Engel 
remained  at  52  First  Street  through  1868,  then  moved  several 
times  to  various  locations  within  Elizabeth.  Also  that,  according  to 
his  1876  advertisement,  he  sold  overalls  at  90tf  a pair  to  "the 
Mechanic,  Merchant  and  Laborer.” 

The  Engel  token,  like  those  of  several  other  New  Jersey  mer- 
chants, was  struck  by  William  H.  Bridgens  of  New  York  City. 


David  Gladfelter  had  written  an  article  on  the  NJ  Civil  War  Tokens 
which  was  published  in  the  journal  of  the  Civil  War  Token  Society.

Early  this  spring  when  the  flea  market  season  started  I had  luck  and 
picked  up  a "GOOD  FOR"  token  that  reads:  LEW  TENDLER ' S/STEAK  HOUSE/ 
ATLANTIC  CITY/NEW  JERSEY.  Reverse  reads  - GOOD  FOR  ONE/ON  THE  HOUSE/ 
RAIN/CHECK.  30mm,  brass. 

The  dealer  told  me  Lew  Tendler  was  a boxer  and  also  had  a restaurant  j4 
Philadelphia,  he  heard.  Feeling  he  had  no  reason  to  "put  me  on"  for  hit 
price  was  fair  ($2.)  my  curiosity  roused  I decided  to  try  checking  on  ; 
my  own. 

Meantime  a collector  friend  happened  to  mention  that  he  had  fought  in 
Atlantic  City  in  his  youth.  I asked  if  he  ever  heard  of  LEW  TENDLER. 
His  reply  - (quote):  "LEW  TENDLER"  was  a very  prominent  fighter.  He  wa 
left-handed  and  was  known  for  his  punching  ability.  He  fought  Bennie 
Leonard  for  the  Lightweight  Championship  of  the  World.  During  the  fighl 
he  stunned  Leonard  with  a visious  left.  Leonard  dazed  grabbed  Lev/  in  a 
clinch,  murmuring  "if  that  is  the  hardest  you  can  hit  you’re  in  real 
trouble."  It  took  all  the  confidence  out  of  Lew  and  Leonard  won. 

In  Peter  Heller's  book  "IN  THIS  CORNER"  other  fights  of  Lew  is  listed. 

Guessing  - I'd  say  this  token  was  used  in  the  late  20 ' s or  early  30 's. 
Perhaps  the  PA.  collectors  knows  of  a Lew  Tendler  token  from  his  Phila 
restaurant .
